I have  the  honour  of  submitting  herewith  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the 
year  1937. 

As  on  previous  occasions  the  Report  is  divided  into  sections, 
each  of  which  has  an  introduction  drawing  attention  to  the 
particular  points  of  importance  therein. 

Perhaps  the  outstanding  item  of  the  year  was  the  taking 
over  of  the  responsibility  for  domiciliary  midwifery  in  the 
City  by  the  Corporation,  under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936.  This 
is  dealt  with  in  Section  VII. 

Opportunity  might  be  taken  here  to  emphasise  a plea  which 
has  been  made  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  in  the  last  few 
Annual  Reports  for  the  provision  of  proper  bins  for  the  reception 
of  house  refuse,  this  is  dealt  with  in  the  introduction  to 
Section  II. 

With  the  continued  regular  output  of  new  or  amended 
social  legislation  of  all  kinds,  with  fresh  Orders  and  Regulations, 
and  with  the  work  involved  in  connection  with  Air  Raid 
Precautions,  it  is  a matter  of  concern  to  know  how  all  the  work 
is  going  to  be  efficiently  done  without  considerable  increases 
in  staff. 
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I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  and  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  all 
other  Committees  whom  I have  the  honour  to  serve,  for  their 
help  and  consideration  to  me  ; Dr.  F.  Colquhoun,  the  Assistant 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  ; Mr.  Upham,  Senior  Sanitary- 
Inspector  ; Mr.  Morley,  Chief  Clerk,  and  every  member  of  this 
Department  for  their  consistent  and  loyal  support.

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BIRTH  AND  DEATH  RATE. 

There  is  a big  increase,  from  14.7  to  16.7,  in  the  Birth 
Rate  ; in  fact  109  more  births  than  last  year  in  a population 
which  is  approximately  stationary. 

The  Death  Rate,  however,  has  advanced  from  12.9  to 
13.4  per  1,000  of  population,  a total  of  27  more  deaths.  This 
seems  inevitable  with  the  advancing  age  of  the  population  as  a 
whole.

1.  Diseases  of  the  Circulatory  System. 

Of  the  264  deaths  under  this  heading  only  22  occurred 
under  the  age  of  55.  When  it  is  pointed  out  that  in  of  the 
264  deaths  occurred  at  the  age  of  75  or  over,  it  serves  to 
emphasize  what  was  pointed  out  last  year  that  whilst  this 
group  of  diseases  is  probably  the  commonest  cause  of  death, 
it  is  not  quite  the  serious  problem  that  it  might  appear  to  be. 

2.  Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System. 

With  the  exception  of  the  various  forms  of  pnuemonia, 
this  group  of  diseases  also  becomes  a greater  menace  in  the 
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higher  age  groups  ; more  than  half  of  the  deaths  attributable 
to  it  occurring  at  the  age  of  75  or  over.  As  regards  the 
pneumonias,  the  incidence  occurs  fairly  evenly  throughout  all 
the  age  groups  except  during  the  years  1 — 15. 

3.  Cancer. 

It  is  pleasing  to  compare  this  year’s  total  of  84  cases  with 
the  101  of  last  year.  It  would  be  idle,  however,  to  draw 
conclusions  from  this  isolated  fact,  except,  that  it  tends  to  bear 
out  the  suggestion  offered  in  last  year’s  report  that  Cancer  is 
not  seriously  on  the  increase,  if  any  increase  at  all.  Perhaps  the 
most  surprising  point  in  this  year’s  figures  is  that  of  the  total 
of  84  cases  34  were  in  males,  50  in  females  ; whereas  last  year 
the  figures  respectively  were  57  and  44.  The  table  on  page  16 
sets  out  all  details. 

4.  No  further  comment  on  the  Death  Returns  is  called  for.

SECTION  II. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 

THE  AREA. 


INTRODUCTION. 

I would  like  to  endorse  what  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
points  out  in  his  report,  that  there  is  very  inadequate  provision 
of  covered  bins  for  household  refuse  in  working  class  houses. 
In  fact,  his  remarks  might  apply  equally  well  to  properties  not 
usually  described  as  working  class.  It  is  unfortunately  not  an 
altogether  uncommon  sight  when  looking  along  the  rear  entrances 
to  a row  of  properties  to  find  a very  diverse,  and  mostly 
unsuitable,  assortment  of  receptacles  for  household  refuse. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  joint  water  scheme  with  Cheltenham  has  progressed 
rapidly,  and  during  the  driest  part  of  the  year  a small  amount  of 
water  from  Tewkesbury  was  actually  piped  to  the  City,  and  was 
very  welcome.  Great  progress  has  been  made  with  the  con- 
struction of  the  reservoirs  at  Churchdown,  in  fact  it  is  hoped 
to  have  the  whole  scheme  completed  by  the  summer  of  1939. 

Since  1935  the  water  from  all  sources  has  been  chlorinated. 

DRAINAGE,  SEWAGE  AND  SCAVENGING. 

No  change  has  taken  place  in  connection  with  these  services 
during  the  year. 

I give  below  a report  I have  received  from  the  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector  : — 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

I beg  to  report  on  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  during  the  year  1937. 

Routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out  as  usual,  the 
total  number  of  visits  made  being  20,395,  and  the  number  of 
defects  remedied  5,282. 

A large  amount  of  work  has  been  necessitated  by  the 
extension  of  the  sewers  and  water  supply  to  Tuffley  and  Lower 
Tuffley,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  all  the  houses  along  the 
route  of  the  sewer  are  having  the  drainage  connected  to  the 
sewer,  and  the  City  water  laid  on,  without  it  being  necessary  to 
serve  ]egal  notices  for  same. 

Work  under  Slum  Clearance  has  been  chiefly  the  rehousing 
of  tenants,  136  tenants  being  moved  into  Council  Houses.  Old 
age  pensioners  were  accommodated  in  flats,  and  in  order  to 
rehouse  families  of  2 persons  only,  the  tenants  of  overcrowded  2 
bedroomed  Corporation  houses  were  moved  to  the  new  3 or  4 
bedroomed  houses,  and  the  2 person  families  transferred  to  the 
2 bedroomed  houses. 
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The  measurement  of  houses  for  determining  the  “ Permitted 
Number  ” was  continued  during  the  year,  and  the  majority  of 
owners  have  now  entered  the  prescribed  particulars  in  the  rent 
books.  A number  of  small  owners  are  still  in  ignorance  of  the 
requirements  of  the  Act,  in  spite  of  repeated  advertisements  in 
the  Local  Press.  These  are  written  to,  and  in  no  case  has  it 
been  necessary  to  take  proceedings  to  enforce  this  requirement. 

I should  like  again  to  direct  attention  to  the  non-provision 
of  covered  bins  for  refuse  at  working  class  houses.  Out  of 
491  houses  inspected  only  134  were  found  to  be  provided  with 
covered  bins,  the  rest  having  an  assortment  of  old  boxes. 
Covered  bins  are  nor  only  more  hygienic,  but  also  important 
from  the  point  of  view  of  rat  repression  ; refuse  kept  in  an 
uncovered  bin  being  a great  attraction  to  rats. 

An  effort  was  made  to  deal  with  complaints  of  smoke  and 
grit  from  the  cupolas  of  a large  factory.  Reports  were  made  to 
the  Health  Committee  and  the  managing  director  of  the  firm 
concerned  had  an  interview  with  the  Committee. 

Ir  was  contended  that  the  process  was  exempted  from  the 
provisions  relating  to  smoke  nuisances,  and  that  no  improve- 
ment could  be  made  without  interfering  with  the  efficient 
working  of  the  cupolas. 

There  were  no  staff  changes  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  ! wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  consideration  and  support, 
Dr.  Cookson,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  his  assistance, 
and  all  the  staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation  and  help  in  carrying 
out  the  many  onerous  duties  which  fall  to  our  lot.

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SECTION  III. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

INTRODUCTION. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936,  took  effect 
partly  in  June,  1936,  and  partly  in  January,  1937.  This  Order 
established  yet  another  series  of  designations  for  milks,  and  with 
them  another  series  of  standards  by  which  they  were  to  be 
judged.  Whilst  it  has  always  been  found  difficult  to  demand  a 
reasonable  standard  for  the  quality  for  milk,  and  insist  on  a 
certain  percentage  (3  per  cent.)  of  fat  in  the  milk,  yet  at  least 
it  has  been  possible  to  fix  a standard  and  allow  no  one  to  fall 
below  it  without  adequate  cause.  But  nothing  like  the  same 
standard  exists  in  connection  with  the  bacteriological  purity 
of  milk,  and  this  new  Order  has  not  done  much  to  improve 
the  position. 

Those  parts  of  the  Order  which  came  unto  force  in  January, 
1937,  dealt  with  new  bacteriological  standards,  and  introduced 
the  Methylene  Blue  test.  So  that  now  for  “ Tuberculin  tested  ” 
and  " Accredited  ” milks  there  are  two  tests,  the  Methylene 
Blue  and  Coliform  ; for  " Tuberculin  tested  (pasteurised )” 
there  is  also  a bacteriological  count  test ; and  for  “ Pasteurised  ” 
milk  there  is  only  a bacteriological  count  test.  For  both  groups 
of  pasterurised  there  is  also  the  phosphotose  test  which  may  be 
used. 

In  view  of  the  uncertain  and  often  contradictory  results  in 
the  same  specimens  of  milk  when  the  Methylene  Blue  and  the 
displaced  bacteriological  count  tests  are  used,  it  is  not  clear  why 
this  substitution  of  one  for  the  other  has  been  made. 

The  Order  does  not,  perhaps  cannot  yet,  tackle  the  much 
greater  problem  of  uniformity  of  sampling,  notice  being  taken 
of  the  age  of  sample,  external  temperature,  and  so  on. 
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The  Order  in  fact  does  not  appear  to  be  any  particular 
advance  on  its  fellows  when  its  ostensible  aim  is  considered,  i.e., 
the  production  of  better  and  cleaner  milk. 

One  other  problem  this  Order  does  not  and  cannot  deal  with, 
but  which  is  urgent,  is  that  of  a poor  cow  giving  a poor  milk. 
Such  a cow  ought  no  longer  to  have  its  milk  sold  and  fetch  the 
same  price  as  better  milk.  It  is  reasonable  that  a producer 
should  have  the  “ appeal  to  the  cow,”  but  surely  it  was  not 
intended  that  this  should  cover  him  in  using  poor  or  old  cattle 
for  milking  regularly  !

ICE  CREAM. 

Under  Section  75  of  the  Gloucester  Corporation  Act,  1935, 
which  came  into  force  in  August,  1935,  no  person  is  permitted 
to  carry  on  the  business  of  a manufacturer  and/or  vendor  of 
ice  cream  unless  he  is  registered  in  relation  to  his  premises. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  24  manufacturers  and  vendors  and 
29  vendors  were  on  the  register. 

During  the  year  64  visits  were  made  to  the  premises 
registered  which  are  kept  under  strict  supervision  as  in  the  case 
of  all  other  premises  where  articles  of  food  are  prepared,  stored 
or  sold. 

Seven  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for  bacteri- 
ological examination  during  the  year,  of  which  three  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory  and  four  unsatisfactory. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  Mr.  F.  J.  Eardley,  M.R.C.V.S., 
the  Veterinary  Officer  appointed  to  carry  out  the  duties  under 
the  above  Order. 

“ There  are  now  14  cow-keepers  within  the  City,  two  of 
which  are  producers  of  Accredited  milk.  All  premises  were 
visited  twice  during  the  year,  and  all  cows  thereon  were 
examined. 

“No  cases  of  active  disease  were  found,  though  there  are 
several  cases  of  old-standing  Mastitis,  but  as  in  these  the  affected 
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quarter  of  the  Udder  is  not  functioning,  it  is  not  considered 
that  it  is  of  any  danger  as  far  as  the  consumption  of  milk  from 
the  sound  quarters  is  concerned. 

The  general  bodily  condition  of  the  animals  examined  is 
quite  good.”

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SECTION  IV. 

PORT  SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 


INTRODUCTION. 

The  total  tonnage  entering  the  port  in  1937  can  again  be 
shown  to  be  greater  than  for  the  preceding  year.  The  figures 
for  the  past  few  years  however  would  indicate  a change  in 
character  of  the  ships,  because  there  has  again  been  a fall  in 
the  number  of  vessels  from  foreign  ports ; but  whereas  in 
previous  years  this  has  been  balanced  by  their  increased  tonnage, 
the  last  12  months  shows  a sharp  drop  in  tonnage. 

Coastwise  trade  again  shows  an  increase  in  all  departments, 
especially  in  steamers  and  motor  vessels. 

One  result  of  this  change  in  character  of  the  ships  is  the 
lesser  supervision  required  to  be  given  by  the  Port  Medical 
Officer  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  as  coastwise  ships  are  seen 
relatively  frequently  and  are  known,  and  also  raise  little  question 
of  being  “ infected  ” or  “ suspected/’  etc. 

Special  mention  might  be  made  of  the  old  “ wind-jammer  ” 
“ Viking  ” which  discharged  6,000  tons  of  grain  at  Sharpness 
from  Australia  en  route  for  Finland.  It  was  a great  treat  to 
have  her  in  dock.

SECTION  V. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 


INTRODUCTION. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  calls  for  little  comment. 

Chicken-pox  appears  to  be  endemic,  but  would  also  no 
doubt  prove  to  be  so  in  all  other  areas  if  the  disease  were 
notifiable  as  it  is  here. 

Gloucester  has  been  fortunate  in  its  freedom  for  many  years 
from  epidemics  of  infectious  disease,  so  far  as  the  mortality 
rates  are  concerned.  There  are  no  doubt  several  possible 
reasons  for  this,  yet  it  would  be  foolish  to  imagine  that  this  state 
of  affairs  will  continue  indefinitely.  It  is  quite  possible  that  in 
the  near  future  Gloucester  may  share  the  experience  of  other 
areas,  near  and  distant,  and  have  a serious  diphtheria  epidemic. 
Whilst  serum  treatment  has  reduced  the  mortality  of  this  disease 
very  considerably,  it  is  still  a formidable  problem.  The  only 
reasonable  action  is  to  try  to  prevent  it  arising  by  immunising 
against  it.  Again,  however,  I have  to  report  regretfully,  that 
no  application  was  made  by  a medical  practitioner  for  a supply 
of  the  necessary  material  during  the  year. 

Even  though  there  is  only  the  experience  available  at  a 
small  hospital,  it  would  seem  that  the  sulphanilamide  prepara- 
tions are  a definite  help  in  the  treatment  of  all  streptococcal 
infections.  The  results  in  erysipelas  and  severe  cases  of  scarlet 
fever,  and  in  certain  other  conditions  are  striking. 

Once  again  an  effort  has  been  made  to  admit  to  hospital  all 
and  every  case  of  infectious  disease,  whether  notifiable  or  not, 
if  in  need  of  medical  and  nursing  care  ; not  to  limit  the  spread 
of  infection  in  the  homes,  as  the  damage  has  usually  been  done 
before  the  case  can  be  removed  to  hospital.  With  only  four 
isolation  cubicles,  in  addition  to  the  wards,  however,  the 
hospital  is  obviously  limited  in  the  number  of  different  diseases 
it  can  admit  at  one  time.

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CITY  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  much  needed  improvements  in  the  Nurses’  Home  have 
been  taken  a step  further  by  the  preparation  of  plans  for  an 
additional  wing,  provision  of  adequate  bath  and  w.c.  accom- 
modation, and  for  hand  basins  in  every  bedroom.  Mr.  Hoare, 
Consulting  Engineer,  was  also  engaged  to  prepare  a scheme 
for  a completely  new  central  heating  plant  and  hot  water  system 
for  the  whole  hospital,  together  with  proper  laundry  equipment. 

One  great  improvement  effected  this  year  was  the  covering  of 
the  whole  of  the  floors  in  Blocks  I,  II  and  III,  which  are  concrete, 
with  a Dunlop  rubber  special  flooring.  Whereas  before  the 
floors  were  very  tiring  for  the  staff  to  walk  about  on,  were 
inevitably  dusty,  noisy  and  very  unsightly,  now  the  staff  find 
them  comfortable,  clean,  quiet  and  the  brightening  effect  on  the 
wards  is  very  marked.  The  work  was  expensive,  as  the  contract 
came  to  £855,  but  the  Committee  spent  very  wisely  and  have 
added  to  the  comfort  of  patients  and  staff  very  materially. 

Staff.  The  difficulty  of  obtaining  staff  has  not  lessened, 
though  by  taking  some  probationers  of  17  years  of  age,  the  full 
number  has  been  maintained.  The  employment  of  young 
probationers,  however,  throws  an  added  responsibility  on  the 
senior  members  of  the  staff,  and  it  is  these  who  have  been  so 
difficult  to  get,  especially  staff  nurses.  The  new  rules  ol  the 
General  Nursing  Council  governing  the  selection  of  nurses  will 
probably  make  matters  worse  for  this  hospital,  as  the  preliminary 
education  test  is  far  from  easy  for  girls  who  have  left  school 
three  or  more  years  ; and  the  earliest  age  a nurse  can  now  be 
admitted  is  18. 

As  regards  sickness,  one  nurse  during  the  year  contracted 
Diphtheria,  owing  to  a mistake  in  omitting  to  have  her 
immunised,  two  nurses  contracted  Scarlet  Fever,  and  three 
nurses  at  different  times  had  mild  attacks  of  Tonsillitis.  One 
nurse  also  had  an  attack  of  Erythema  Nodosum. 
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Patients.  The  year  was  a good  one  in  so  far  as  there  was 
only  one  “ return  ” case  (Scarlet  Fever)  and  two  instances  of 
cross  infection  (two  Diphtheria  patients  contracting  Scarlet 
Fever)  in  the  wards. 

An  arrangement  was  entered  into  with  the  Joint  Board  for 
Tuberculosis  to  accommodate  from  12 — 20  male  patients,  on 
full  exercise,  whilst  certain  rebuilding  operations  were  being 
undertaken  at  Standish  House.  This  arrangement  was  agreed 
to  in  order  to  help  out  a difficult  position  there,  not  with  any 
idea  of  undertaking  any  extension  of  tuberculosis  work  here. 
Under  the  arrangement  16  male  patients  to  begin  with  were 
admitted  at  the  end  of  August,  and  it  is  expected  that  a 
fluctuating  number  between  12  and  20  will  remain  until  at  least 
October,  1938. 

Notes  on  particular  diseases. 

1.  Diphtheria.  Of  43  discharges  (18  City)  24  were  true 
faucial,  5 nasal,  4 laryngeal  (none  of  which  required  operation), 
8 were  admitted  on  the  evidence  of  a ''  swab  positive  ” finding 
only  and  without  clinical  evidence,  and  2 were  admitted  in  error, 
one  being  a tonsillitis  and  the  other  admitted  as  a laryngeal  case 
turned  out  to  be  a simple  bronchitis. 

Two  cases  required  surgical  treatment,  one  a mastoid,  and 
the  other  was  transferred  from  the  Wilderness  Hospital  for 
removal  of  the  tonsils  and  adenoids  as  it  had  proved  impossible 
to  obtain  negative  results  from  throat  swabs.  Complications 
not  requiring  surgical  treatment  occurred  in  three  cases,  one 
developed  a paralyses  of  the  soft  palate,  and  two  developed  an 
acute  tonsillitis.  All  three  recovered  completely. 

There  was  one  death,  a child  who  had  been  ill  4 days  before 
seeing  a doctor,  was  then  immediately  sent  in,  but  was  hopelessly 
ill  on  admission  and  died  within  36  hours. 

2.  Scarlet  Fever.  Of  82  discharges  (51  City),  complica- 
tions requiring  surgical  treatment  occurred  in  three  (one 
mastoid  operation,  one  myringotomy  and  one  opening  of  a deep 
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cervical  abscess)  ; one  child  also  had  an  abscess  of  a lower 
eyelid  incised  though  this  was  unconnected  with  the  disease. 
Complications  not  requiring  surgical  treatment  occurred  in 
12  other  cases,  but  apart  from  one  case  of  acute  nephritis  and 
one  of  acute  arthritis,  none  was  of  importance. 

As  already  mentioned  two  cases  occurred  in  the  nursing 
staff,  and  four  cases  were  admitted  from  the  nursing  staff  of 
the  Gloucestershire  Royal  Infirmary. 

One  case  was  admitted  following  an  accident  in  which 
there  was  an  open  wound  (so  called  "surgical  Scarlet  Fever  ”), 
and  one  was  admitted  suffering  also  from  Chicken-pox  ; whilst 
another  was  admitted  in  error,  being  actually  a seborrhoeic 
dermatitis.  There  were  no  deaths. 

3.  Measles.  Of  five  cases,  one  was  admitted  with  acute 
mastoiditis  and  was  operated  on  accordingly.  All  the  cases 
did  well.  One  case  was  admitted  as  an  early  measles  in  error, 
it  was  a simple  bronchial  catarrh. 

4.  Whooping  Cough.  Only  two  cases  were  discharged 
during  the  year,  and  both  did  well. 

5.  Erysipelas.  There  were  9 discharges,  and  all  were 
adults,  and  in  all  cases  the  part  affected  was  the  face,  neck  or 
scalp.  In  one  case  a mother  brought  her  baby  (which  she  was 
feeding)  in  with  her.  All  the  cases  did  well. 

6.  Enteric  Fever.  Of  the  two  discharges,  one  was  from 
the  City  and  this  was  a fatal  case.  A contact  (a  girl)  to  a third 
case  (treated  at  the  Infirmary)  was  admitted  for  observation, 
as  she  did  not  seem  well  and  proper  isolation  could  not  be 
effected  at  home  whilst  a decision  was  reached  about  her. 
She  did  not  develop  the  disease. 

7.  Mumps.  One  case  which  had  developed  acute  cervical 
adenitis  was  admitted. 

8.  Chicken-pox.  Eight  cases  were  discharged,  all  City 
cases,  and  all  from  the  Public  Assistance  Children’s  Home. 
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9.  Scabies.  Eight  cases  were  discharged,  all  City  cases. 
Whilst  this  disease  is  easy  to  treat,  as  is  commonly  thought,  yet 
if  the  homes  cannot  be  rid  of  the  infection,  re-infection  naturally 
follows  quickly.  The  main  difficulties  arise  in  homes  with 
large  families,  and  perhaps  no  mother  ; here  it  is  difficult  to 
get  everyone  treated  and  all  their  garments  and  bedding  rid  of 
the  infection.  Incidentally,  where  there  has  been  much 
scratching,  it  is  not  nearly  so  easy  getting  the  skin  cleared  up 
without  a prolonged  stay  in  hospital. 

10.  Polioencephalitis.  One  case  from  the  County  was 
admitted  during  the  year.

BLIND  PERSONS. 

During  the  year  a new  scale  for  the  augmentation  of 
incomes  of  blind  persons  was  made  by  the  War  Charities  and 
Blind  Persons  Acts’  Committee ; but  as  it  appeared  that  under 
the  1920  Blind  Persons’  Act  no  power  existed  to  take  into 
account  the  dependents  of  blind  persons,  they  had  to  be 
referred  to  the  Public  Assistance  Committee.  Early  in  1938,  a 
new  Blind  Persons'  Act  came  into  operation,  which  completely 
altered  the  whole  position,  and  made  necessary  a new  scale. 
This  will  be  dealt  with  in  next  year’s  report.

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SECTION  VII. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


INTRODUCTION. 

The  greatest  change  that  took  place  during  the  year  was 
due  to  the  Midwives  Act  of  1936.  Schemes  had  to  be  prepared 
under  the  Act  to  ensure  an  adequate  supply  of  domiciliary 
midwives  ; midwives  had  to  be  assured  of  only  doing  a reasonable 
number  of  cases  in  a year,  of  an  adequate  salary  and  service 
conditions  ; and  a final  provision  enabled  midwives  to  retire 
or  be  retired  on  compensation  within  three  years  of  the  passing 
of  the  Act.  The  Act  made  it  necessary  for  a Local  Authority 
to  consult  any  agencies  in  its  area  who  were  already  undertaking 
domiciliary  midwifery  work  before  preparing  their  scheme. 
The  City  Council  therefore  consulted  the  only  agency,  the 
Gloucester  District  Nursing  Society,  who  in  fact  had  for  some 
years  past  done  approximately  six-sevenths  of  all  domiciliary 
midwifery  in  the  City,  and  the  natural  outcome  was  an  agree- 
ment between  the  two  parties,  as  envisaged  by  the  Act,  by  which 
the  Corporation  agreed  to  pay  for  the  services  of  6J  midwives 
(reckoned  in  time),  and  the  Society  undertook  the  work.  The 
\ a midwife  (reckoned  in  time)  was  obviously  necessary  if  the 
six  midwives  were  to  get  one  month’s  summer  holiday  each. 

The  agreement  with  the  Society  came  into  operation  in 
July,  1937,  and  so  far  has  worked  very  well. 

Since  the  Act  came  into  force  one  midwife  so  far  has  been 
retired  compulsorily. 

Quite  apart  from  the  good  effects  the  Act  will  have  on 
mothers,  babies  and  midwives,  one  obvious  effect  will  be  on 
the  nursing  profession  as  a whole.  The  terms  of  service,  fixed 
amount  of  work,  and  the  remuneration,  will  all  help  to  accelerate 
the  rapidly  growing  desire  to  improve  the  lot  of  the  general 
hospital  nurse. 
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It  is  regrettable  that  the  new  Marernity  Hospital  is  not 
started  yet,  but  the  difficult  questions  of  staffing,  both  medical 
and  nursing,  have  added  to  the  delays. 

I set  out  below  a general  report  on  the  Ante-Natal  and 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics  by  Miss  Palmer  : — 

The  health  of  the  children  attending  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  has,  on  the  whole,  been  good,  there  having  been  no 
serious  epidemics  of  any  of  the  usual  children’s  ailments. 

The  comparatively  small  number  of  children  over  two  years 
on  the  registers,  has  rendered  the  re-organisation  of  the  Toddlers’ 
clinics  necessary,  as  so  many  of  them  are  attending  school  at 
the  age  of  three,  and  so  are  being  under  the  care  of  the  School 
Medical  Officer.  In  these  circumstances  it  has  been  found  better 
in  the  smaller  Centres  to  send  in  a few  toddlers  to  doctor  each 
week,  the  large  Toddlers’  Clinics  being  held  only  at  Tyndale 
and  Southend  Centres. 

The  only  other  point  to  note  is  a matter  of  regret.  It  is 
that  there  does  seem  to  be  a definite  reduction  in  the  number 
of  breast  fed  babies  compared  with  a few  years  ago.  It  can 
only  be  attributed,  in  my  estimation,  to  present  day  conditions 
which  are  not  conducive  to  that  rest  of  mind  and  body  which 
are  essential  factors  in  successful  natural  feeding. 

The  attendances  at  the  Centres  remain  at  about  their 
usual  average.  The  Kingsholm  Centre  is  remarkably  improved 
both  in  numbers  and  in  character.  It  is  a very  rare  thing 
now  to  see  there  a baby  who  is  not  clean  and  well  cared  for, 
and  the  last  few  years  have  seen  a marked  change  in  what  was 
one  of  the  poorest  Centres.  An  improvement  is  also  noticeable 
at  Tredworth  Centre  in  attendances. 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinics  continue  to  attract  large  attend- 
ances both  at  the  Midwives  and  Doctors’  Clinics.  The  Post- 
Natal  Clinic  is  very  fluctuating  in  numbers,  but  on  the  whole  is 
improved.  The  Health  Visitors  now  call  after  the  letters 
inviting  the  mothers  to  the  Clinic  have  been  sent,  and  explain 
the  necessity  for  the  visit,  and  this  has  helped  greatly. 
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ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC. 


During  the  year  229  Sessions  were  held  at  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  ; 96  ordinary  Sessions  and  133  doctors’  Session.  A 

“ Health  Talk  ” was  given  by  the  Superintendent  at  each  of 
the  ordinary  Sessions. 

The  total  number  of  expectant  mothers  who  attended  the 
Clinic  during  the  year  was  794  which  included  104  cases  from  the 
County.  The  total  attendances  were  2,816  and  301,  respectively. 
The  average  attendance  per  Session  at  the  ordinary  Sessions 
was  20,  and  at  the  doctors’  Sessions  9.

(a)  Malnutrition. — The  classification  of  the  nutrition  of  children 
inspected  during  the  year  in  the  Routine  age  groups  will 
be  found  in  Table  II.  B. 

Following  comments  that  I have  made  in  my  three 
last  Annual  Reports,  it  is  not  necessary  to  discuss  this 
subject  again,  except  to  say  that  from  all  information 
available  the  children  who  take  or  are  given  milk  in  schools 
do  benefit  by  it. 
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All  those  children  who  in  Table  II.  B.  appear  in  the 
Columns  C or  D ("  slightly  subnormal  ” or  “ bad  ”)  are 
specially  considered,  and  it  is  seen  that  they  have  milk  in 
school,  and  if  possible,  they  are  referred  to  the  Open  Air 
school. 

{b)  Uncleanliness. — The  following  is  a summary  of  the  exam- 
inations, visits  and  findings  at  the  cleanliness  inspections 
carried  out  by  the  School  Nurses  : —

The  total  number  of  examinations  and  re-examinations 
made  is  considerably  below  the  total  for  the  past  few  years. 
This  is  mainly  due  to  a lack  of  time  which  the  whole-time 
school  nurse  can  give  to  the  work,  as  she  has  had  her  work 
added  to  by  regular  attendances  at  the  Open  Air  school 
since  it  opened  in  October,  1936.  Re-examinations  (and 
visits  to  homes)  also  entail  special  journeys  for  the  sake  of 
a few  children.  Nevertheless,  these  second  visits  are  really 
more  important  than  the  first  visits,  because  it  is  the  bad 
cases  which  require  continuous  supervision. 

It  is  gratifying  to  find  a further  considerable  reduction 
in  the  number  of  children  found  to  be  “ in  some  degree  in  a 
verminous  condition.”  The  number  of  special  Warning 
Notices  sent  in  respect  of  verminous  children  under  Section 
87  of  the  Education  Act,  1921,  was  5.  Subsequent 
prosecution  was  not  found  to  be  necessary  in  any  case. 
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(c)  Minor  Ailments  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin. — During  the  year 
1915  cases  were  treated  at  the  School  Clinic. 

Of  the  1915  cases,  219  were  treated  for  skin  diseases, 
61  for  minor  eye  defects,  81  for  minor  ear  defects,  and  1554 
miscellaneous  e.g.,  minor  injuries,  bruises,  sores,  chilblains, 
etc. 


It  is  satisfactory  that  the  numbers  in  this  Section  are 
smaller  than  last  year.  With  the  continuous  growth  of 
Public  Health  work  generally,  minor  ailments  should 
decrease.  The  position  with  regard  to  certain  special 
defects  as  shown  in  the  Sections  which  follow  immediately 
is  different,  these  are  only  developing,  consequently  for 
some  time  yet  increasing  numbers  must  be  expected. 

(d)  Visual  Defects  and  External  Eye  Diseases.— The  number  of 
defects  of  vision,  including  squint,  dealt  with  during  the 
year  was  304,  of  which  277  were  due  to  errors  of  refraction 
(including  32  cases  of  squint)  and  27  other  defects  of  the 
eye  not  including  the  minor  eye  defects  referred  to  in 
Table  IV. 

174  children  were  recommended  spectacles,  and  136 
pairs  had  been  provided  up  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

(e)  Nose  and  Throat  Defects. — At  medical  inspection  649 
children  were  found  to  have  some  defect  of  the  nose  and 
throat,  462  of  whom  were  noted  as  having  enlarged  tonsils 
only.  The  figures  in  Group  III.  of  Table  IV.  shows  the 
treatment  given  in  the  necessary  cases. 

During  the  past  five  years  the  numbers  of  children 
who  received  treatment  under  the  Authority’s  scheme  are 
as  follows  : — 28,  49,  40,  52  and  in  1937,  79. 

(/)  Ear  Diseases  am!  Defective  Hearing. — The  number  of  cases 
found  at  school  medical  inspection  to  require  treatment  was 
21  compared  with  37  in  the  previous  year. 
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Altogether  81  cases  were  treated  at  the  School  Clinics 
compared  with  86  in  the  previous  year. 

(g)  Dent.nl  Defects. — The  following  is  the  Report  of  Mr. 
Launcelot  Mach  in,  L.D.S.,  R.C.S.,  the  School  Dental 
Surgeon  : — 

The  percentage  of  children,  in  England,  with  rock-hard 
teeth  free  from  caries,  and  well-shaped  jaws  has  sunk  to 
near  the  unit  figure.  As  children  so  often  show  poor  teeth 
when  they  first  come  to  school  at  ages  3,  4 and  5,  there 
seems  to  be  something  radically  wrong  with  the  modern 
scientific  foods  that  mothers  and  babies  live  on. 

There  is  some  food  for  thought  in  the  fact  that  the 
biggest  percentage  of  naturally  sound  dentitions  is  still  to 
be  found  amongst  the  Public  Assistance  children.  Even 
they  are  not  so  good  as  they  used  to  be  eighteen  years  ago, 
and  more  work  has  to  be  done  for  them  in  the  shape  of 
fillings  and  extractions.  (Incidentally  there  was  also  a 
big  percentage  of  dirty  teeth  amongst  them  a few  years 
ago,  but  those  now  in  authority  seem  to  have  put  that  right. 
However,  cleaning  is  only  a slight  help,  though  an  excellent 
habit.  It  cannot  make  strong  teeth  out  of  poor  ones). 

Speaking  of  cleanliness  there  is  reason  to  rejoice  over 
the  steps  which  are  being  taken  now  in  our  Infant  and 
Junior  schools.  The  modern  nursery  class  is  not  con- 
isdered  complete  without  its  daily  toothbrush  drill  and  the 
sight  of  clean  well-used  brushes  in  the  cloak-rooms  is  a 
cure  for  dental  depression. 

I have  inspected  the  toothbrush  conditions  in  our 
Infant  and  Open  Air  Schools  and  can  say  that,  on  the  whole, 
they  are  good.  I like  the  brushes  to  dry  between  times  of 
use,  otherwise  they  rapidly  become  too  soft  to  be  effective, 
so,  with  this  point  in  view,  the  structure  provided  in  the 
Open-Air  School's  cloak-room  is  an  excellent  one.  The 
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toothbrushes  are  hung,  yet  swing  clear  of  the  nail-brush  or 
any  other  germ-carrying  object,  and  they  are  not  enclosed 
in  any  way. 

The  arrangements  in  other  schools  are  the  best  they 
can  do  under  their  circumstances  and  show  care  and 
ingenuity.  In  two  cases  my  criticism  was,  that  brushes 
need  not  be  smuggled  out  of  sight,  in  cupboards  or  behind 
curtains  as  this  procedure  keeps  them  foully  damp,  whereas 
a little  dust  falling  on  them  out  in  the  open  cloak-room 
will  not  do  any  harm. 

My  suggestions  for  sterilization  have  been  to  set  apart 
one  day  per  week  for  total  immersion  in  some  weak  dis- 
infectant such  as  2 per  cent.  Lysol.  Friday  is  a good  day 
as  the  brushes  can  then  hang  and  dry  over  the  weekend. 

School  Dentists  are  suffering  from  the  harm  which 
well-meaning  people  are  doing  in  teaching  children  the 
structure  of  their  teeth  as  they  always  apparently,  lay 
great  stress  on  “ the  nerve.”  There  are  occasions  when  it 
is  impossible  to  get  near  a child.  Maybe  only  the  simplest 
of  little  fillings  is  required,  but  the  child,  who  may  be 
anything  from  five  to  fifteen,  has  received  the  little 
knowledge  which  we  all  know  to  be  dangerous,  and  is 
obstructive  with  incomprehensible  jargon  about  “ the 
nerve.” 

(h)  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects. — The  number  of  cases 
referred  to  the  Clinic  at  the  Gloucestershire  Royal  Infirmary 
during  the  year  was  9. 

Recommendations  in  two  cases  by  the  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon  that  institutional  treatment  be  provided  were 
approved  by  the  Committee,  and  arrangements  are  being 
made  to  send  the  cases  to  suitable  institutions.  In  the  early 
stages  of  orthopaedic  defects  (and  in  all  stages  if  caused  by 
tuberculosis)  it  is  relatively  easy  to  find  suitable 
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institutional  accommodation ; but  in  the  later  stages  of 
such  conditions  as  acute  poliomyelitis  or  the  birth  injuries, 
it  is  very  difficult  indeed. 

( i ) Heart  Disease  and  Rheumatism. — The  number  of  cases 
referred  to  the  Clinic  at  the  Gloucestershire  Royal  Infirmary 
during  the  year  was  2. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  one  day  in  Gloucester  special 
provision  will  be  made  for  children  suffering  from  such 
defects  as  these.  It  would  be  a great  saving  of  health,  and 
probably  of  life,  if  a residential  school  could  be  erected  or 
adapted  for  children  in  the  early  stages  of  rheumatism. 
Another  school  run  on  similar  lines  to  the  present  Open- 
Air  School,  but  residential,  is  badly  needed  for  the  purpose. 

( j ) Tuberculosis. — During  School  Medical  Inspection  i suspected 
case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  discovered  and  also  i 
suspected  case  (Glands)  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  notified  cases  of  Tuberculosis  on  the 
register  amongst  children  of  school  age  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  13  lung  cases  and  34  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis, 
mostly  cervical  glands. 

11  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  9 cases  of 
other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  received  Institutional  treatment 
during  the  year. 

44  FOLLOWING  UP  ” WORK. 

The  number  of  “ following  up  ” visits  made  by  the  School 
Nurses  to  the  schools  was  180,  and  to  the  homes  of  certain 
children  to  interview  the  parents  406. 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  TREATMENT. 

No  change  has  been  made,  and  present  arrangements  appear 
to  be  working  satisfactorily.

OPEN-AIR  EDUCATION. 

As  the  school  opened  in  October,  1936,  this  is  the  first  full 
year’s  work  to  report  on  ; even  so,  it  is  too  early  to  offer  more 
than  a few  facts  and  some  simple  generalisations. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1936,  80  children  were  admitted,  but  by 
the  end  of  1937,  when  building  and  alterations  had  been  com- 
pleted, a further  70  were  admitted,  and  51  had  been  discharged. 
Practically  all  the  discharges  had  remained  at  the  school  for 
twelve  months,  and  this  is  important,  as  the  majority  of  delicate 
children  require  a period  of  this  length,  or  more,  to  get  real 
benefit  from  attendance  at  an  open-air  school. 

The  school  was  described  and  illustrated  in  my  last  Report, 
as  also  was  the  method  of  conveying  the  children  to  and  from  it. 
One  meal  (dinner)  is  provided  daily  and  one  third  of  a pint  of 
milk  is  supplied  every  morning  and  afternoon.  The  Head- 
mistress, Miss  Thomas,  is  a very  experienced  and  competent 
dietician,  and  besides  drawing  up  the  menus  of  well-balanced 
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dinners  of  the  proper  calorie  value,  she  also  manages  out  of  the 
allowance  to  add  sandwiches  to  the  morning  milk  at  io  a.m. 
Perhaps  it  will  be  possible  in  due  course  to  enlarge  the  usefulness 
of  the  school  by  catering  for  three  meals  a day. 

The  system  so  far  adopted  for  conveying  the  children’s 
folding  beds  to  and  from  the  shelters  has  not  been  a success  ; 
but  it  is  now  being  remedied. 

Dr.  Colquhoun  undertakes  all  the  routine  medical  work 
associated  with  the  school,  including  the  weekly  examinations 
there.  She  is  definitely  pleased  with  the  progress  the  children 
make  and  has  difficulty  in  filling  the  vacancies  that  arise  so 
that  the  most  urgent  cases  shall  get  there  first  out  of  the  number 
who  are  waiting  to  go. 

A visitor  to  the  school  cannot  but  be  impressed  with  the 
many  little  interests  which  have  been  started  and  developed 
by  the  staff  for  the  mental  and  physical  benefit  of  the  children. 
It  is  of  course  obvious  that  much  greater  opportunity  is  present 
at  this  school  than  at  an  ordinary  elementary,  nevertheless  it  is 
good  to  see  that  that  opportunity  has  been  so  well  taken,  and 
it  reflects  great  credit  on  the  staff. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

At  long  last  physical  training  organisers  have  been 
appointed.  Both  a man  and  a woman  organiser  were  appointed 
and  took  up  their  duties  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  un- 
fortunately the  woman  fell  ill  after  only  a few  days,  and 
subsequently  had  to  resign.  Her  successor  was  appointed 
early  in  1938. 

Both  these  appointments  were  made  jointly  with  the 
County  Education  Committee. 

PROVISION  OF  MEALS  (INCLUDING  MILK). 

The  figures  showing  the  number  of  children  receiving  milk 
in  school  are  returned  twice  a year,  and  are  set  out  below  and 
include  the  latest  return  available.  In  spite  of  a fall  in  the 
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school  population,  the  number  taking  milk  is  greater.  At  the 
time  of  the  last  return  in  October  1937,  just  over  60  per  cent, 
were  taking  it.  Of  those  receiving  free  milk,  four  were  receiving 
two-thirds  of  a pint  a day,  the  rest  one-third. 

There  is  also  set  out  the  scale  of  family  income  which  if 
not  exceeded  entitles  the  child  or  children  to  a free  supply.

CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS,  TEACHERS,  SCHOOL 
ATTENDANCE  OFFICERS  AND  VOLUNTARY 

RODIES. 

No  changes  in  the  present  arrangements  for  co-operation 
have  occurred.  I would  like  to  record  the  excellent  co-opera- 
tion which  exists,  and  again  mention  specially  the  teachers  for 
the  very  many  ways  they  exhibit  their  interest  in  helping  school 
medical  work. 

RLINI),  DEAF,  DEFECTIVE  AND  EPILEPTIC  CHILDREN. 

(a)  Rlind. — There  are  no  children  attending  the  Elementary 
Schools  who  are  so  blind  that  they  can  only  be  appropriately 
taught  in  a school  for  blind  children,  in  other  words,  there 
are  no  children  who  are  not  able  to  read  the  ordinary  books 
provided  for  the  children  in  the  schools. 
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There  are  5 children  at  Certified  Schools  for  the  Blind, 
and  4 partially  blind  children  attending  the  Elementary 
Schools  and  1 at  no  School  or  Institution. 

(b)  Deaf. — 3 children  are  attending  a Certified  School  for 
the  Deaf,  and  2 attending  Public  Elementary  Schools. 

(c)  Mental  Defectives. — There  are  8 feeble-minded  children  not 
notifiable  to  the  Local  Control  Authority  of  which  1 is  at 
a Certified  School  and  7 attending  Elementary  Schools. 

During  the  year  1 Idiot  (boy)  ; 5 Imbeciles  (3  boys 

and  2 girls)  and  4 Feeble-minded  children  (3  boys  and  1 
girl)  were  notified  to  the  Local  Mental  Deficiency  Authority. 

(d)  Epileptics. — There  are  no  known  case  of  severe  epilepsy 
amongst  children  of  school  age  in  the  City. 

CHILD  GUIDANCE. 

The  Education  Committee  has  up  to  the  present  made  a 
contribution  of  £5  per  annum  for  the  last  two  years  to  the 
Cheltenham  and  County  Child  Guidance  Clinic.  Actually  the 
Authority  had  referred  hardly  any  cases  to  this  Clinic,  though  it 
transpired  later  that  City  children  were  being  sent  there  from 
other  sources.  At  the  present  time  the  City  Education  Com- 
mittee is  discussing  the  future  control  of  the  Clinic  with  the 
appropriate  Committees  of  the  County  and  Cheltenham,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  some  scheme  can  be  evolved  which  will  prevent 
this  organisation,  at  present  voluntary,  from  breaking  up 
through  lack  of  funds.  I set  out  herewith  the  report  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Cheltenham  and  County  Child  Guidance  Clinic 
for  the  year  1937.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  cases 
from  this  City  was  very  small : — 

The  Cheltenham  and  County  Child  Guidance  Clinic 
completed  its  second  official  year  in  September,  1937,  and 
has  published  its  second  Annual  Report  up  to  30th 
September,  1937.  The  following  summary  is  adjusted  to 
the  statutory  year  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and 
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covers  the  period  from  January  ist,  1937,  to  December

The  average  number  of  open  cases  in  any  Quarter  of 
the  year  under  definite  supervision  of  varying  kind  or 
degree  is  116. 

The  children  continued  to  be  referred  to  us  by  Head 
Teachers,  parents,  doctors,  Probation  Officers,  School 
Clinic,  N.S.P.C.C.  and  private  persons.  New  sources  of 
referral  this  year  have  been  the  Infant  Welfare  and  the 
School  Dental  Department.  It  has  been  calculated  that 
the  Health  and  Education  Department  account  for  60  per 
cent,  of  all  cases  referred.  It  still  remains  to  improve  the 
liason  between  the  Juvenile  Courts  and  the  Clinic. 

They  have  been  referred  for  Nervous  Disorders  (fears  ; 
shyness,  depression,  emotional  instability),  Habit  Disorders 
(speech,  sleep,  food,  movement,  incontinence)  ; Behaviour 
Disorders  (unmanageable,  temper,  aggression,  theft, 
truancy,  sex  offences)  ; Intellectual  Disorders  (back- 
wardness, special  disabilities,  vocational  guidance)  ; 
Organic  Disorders  (epilepsy,  asthma). 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of 
Dr.  Kathleen  Costello  for  the  treatment  and  supervision 
of  a group  of  children  who  suffer  from  epilepsy.

The  following  Clinic  services  have  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year. 

Remedial  Coaching. 

In  any  one  Quarter  an  average  of  16  children  have 
attended  for  8 Sessions — making  98  attendances.  Miss 
Knollys  and  Mrs.  Burgess  continue  to  supervise  this  branch 
of  the  work  and  are  helped  by  some  fifteen  voluntary 
workers. 

Speech  Training. 

During  the  year  65  speech  Sessions  have  been  held  by 
Miss  M.  S.  Phillips  and  Mrs.  Weaver,  with  a total  of  277 
attendances  for  the  year  and  21  children  per  Quarter 
attending.  Miss  Phillips  has  now  been  appointed  as 
Speech  Therapist  to  the  Education  Committee,  but  Mrs. 
Weaver  continues  with  the  Clinic  and  deals  with  children 
referred  from  the  County  or  Gloucester  City.

Financially  the  Clinic  continues  to  exist  on  grants  from 
the  Local  Education  Committees  of  Cheltenham  and  the 
County,  the  County  Mental  Hospital  and  private  donors. 
Income  received  from  the  Child  Guidance  Council  ceased 
September  30th,  1937.  The  difficulties  of  conducting  the 
Clinic  on  voluntary  lines  and  in  inadequate  premises  have 
decided  the  Committee  to  negotiate  with  the  three  Local 
Authorities  of  Cheltenham,  County  and  City  of  Gloucester 
with  a view  to  its  establishment  as  part  of  the  Public  Social 
Services. 

OCCUPATION  CENTRE  FOR  INEDUCABLE  CHILDREN. 

This  Group  continues  to  be  conducted  by  Mrs.  Olive 
Weaver  from  10.30  to  12.30  p.m.  on  Tuesday  mornings 
at  St.  Luke’s.  There  are  now  nine  names  on  the  roll — 
though  all  do  not  attend  regularly.  Several  are  excluded 
from  school.  They  do  simple  handcrafts  and  in  some  cases 
the  three  R’s.  They  play  games  and  do  simple  rhythmic 
exercises.  The  parents  have  been  very  co-operative  and 
have  asked  that  the  Group  should  be  held  every  day.  A 
collection  of  pennies  is  made  to  defray  the  cost  of  handwork 
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materials  and  an  occasional  donation  is  made  by  people 
interested.  Mrs.  Anderson — Organiser  of  Occupation 
Centres  under  the  Central  Association  for  Mental  Welfare 
has  been  given  a Platform  by  the  Cheltenham  branch  of 
the  National  Council  of  Women  in  May,  1938,  after  which 
it  is  hoped  a much  needed  further  development  of  this  work 
will  take  place. 


NURSERY  SCHOOLS  AND  CLASSES. 


Whilst  there  are  no  Nursery  Schools,  the  plan  for  establishing 
Nursery  Classes  in  Gloucester,  begun  in  1936,  was  continued 
in  1937,  and  there  are  now  nine  schools  having  special  Nursery 
Classes  associated  with  them.
